Saskatchewan ‘Butter 


Co-operative Creameries Pay and 
Bring Credit to the Province 
An outstanding example of the 


value of co-operative etfort and of 
government operated creameries is 
afforded bythe fact that W. A. Wilson, 
dairy commissioner of the Saskatcks- 
wan department of agriculture, has ac- 
cepted what is perhaps the largest 
single butter order ever placed in 
Western Canada, The order in ques- 
tion is for 252,000 pounds of Saskat- 
chewan goverument No. 1 grade but- 
ter. 

Large as the order is, it represents 
only part of the surplus make (over 
provincial requirements) for the 
month of June of the co-operative 
creameries operated by the depart- 
ment of agriculture. This butter will | 
make a shipment of 9 carloads, and 
goes to British Columbia. 

The price received is eminently sat- 
isfactory, especially in view of the 
fact that abundance of butter at lower 
prices is obtainable. It is gratifying 
to those interested in Saskatchewan 
dairying and live stock to know that, 
thanks to co-operative effort, educa- 
tional work on the farms, the rejection 
of cream that is not clean and well- 
flavored, and a rigid and impartial 
system of government grading, Sas- 
katchewan creamery butter occupies 
the highest place in the discriminat- 
ing coast trade. 

The announcement of this sale 
comes ag a fitting sequel to the re- 
turns furnished the legislature on the 
support of co-operative creameries: 

In answer to a question from J. K. 
Johnston, Pelly, Hon. George bell said 
that in 1914 there were 12 co-operative 
creameries operated by the govern- 
ment, and in 1915 fogrteen.' In 1914 
the creameries were patronized by 8,- 
625 farmers, this being an increase 
over 1913 of 35.58 per cent. For the 
year 6nding April 30, 1915, the butter 
made in the creameries amounted to 
1,417,000 pounds, this being an in- 
crease over the previous year of 30.24 
per cent. A total sum of $11,797 had 
been loaned to nine creameries. Pay- 
ments on principal and interest ac- 
count were up to date.

For Fighting Submarines 

John Garduer, of Ileetwood, Scot- 
land, the inventor of the Gardner sub- 
marine signalling system, has devisea 
a method which will make it easy to 
sight the periscope of a submarine 
trom the bridge of a steamship. In- 
stead of having to rest his arms on 
the rail of the bridge or on the gun- 
wale while he scans the horizon 
through a telescope, the officer on 
watch will now be able to sit com- 
fortably with the glass supported ona 
stand in front of him, By Mr. Gard- 
ners invention the telescope will al- 
ways be approximately parallel with 
the surface of the sea, irrespective of 
the movements of the ship. This 
achieved by mounting a pedestal se- 
curely to the deck, ou the pedestal is 
the telescope or binoculars on a stand- 
ard. The seat and table are maintain- 
ed horizontal to the sea surface by the 
operation of a gyroscope. The plai- 
form, with seat and table, is automat- 
ically rotated slowly from left to right 
and vice versa by the utilization of the 
power for the gyroscope. so that all 
the officer has to do is to keep a sharp 
lookout within the field covered by the | 
instrument, which will not be affected | 
by the movement of the ship. 


Field Marsal von Hindenburg re-

Cauer, of Kongisberg, who is working 
on a bust of the field marshal, which 
is to be placed in the city hall in 
Konigsberg.

| Lunar Influence on Crops Said to be a 
Myth 

Scientist; are now convinced that 
the moon has no more influence on 
crops than it has upon the tempera- 
ture or the amount of rain or the 
winds or any other weather element. 
The growth of plants depends upon 
the amount of food in the soil and 
in the air that is available for them 
and upon temperature, light, and 
moisture. The moon obviously does 
not affect the character of the soil 
in any way, neither does it affect 
the composition of the atmosphere. 
The only remaining way in which it 
could influence plant growth, ther> 
fore, is by its light. Recent experi- 
ments, however, show that full day- 
light is about 600,000 times brighter 
than full moonlight, yet when a plant 
gets 1,100th part of normal daylight 
it thrives little better than in abso- 
lute darkness. If 1-100th part of 
normal daylight is thus too little to 
stimulate a plant, it seems quite cer- 
tain that a 600,000th part can not 
haverany effect at all. It is, therefore 
a mere waste of time to think about 
the moon in connection with the 
planting of crops. The moon,'say the 
scientists, has nothing more to do 
with this than it has to do with 
the building of fences, the time for 
killing hogs, or any other of the in- 
numerable things over which it was 
once supposed to exert a strong in- 
fluence.

Production of Pulp Increases 
Despite the War 

Some econontists have termed this 
the “paper age” from the increasing 
use of paper in all walks of life. This 
being tue case it is gratifying to know 
that Canada is one of the great paper 
countries of the world and is destined 
to become still greater in this respect. 
All interested in paper and the mater- 
| ials from which it is produced (puip 
and pulpwood), look torward to the 
issue of the annual bulletin on ‘Pulp- 
wood” by the foreitry branch of the 
department of the inteiror, This has 
now been sent to the printer and 
few of the leading facts from it ma 
be given. In spite of the*war the con- 
sumption of pulpwood in Canadian 
mills was over 10 per cent. greater in 
1914 than in 1913. 

Since 1910 the pulpwood consumed 
in Canadian mills has a little more 
than doubled. The consumption in 
1910 was 598,487 cords and in 1914, 
1,224,376 cords, The commonest and 
cheapest kind of pulp, made by the 
grinding process 2nd known as grouna 
wood pulp, increased by 9 per cen. 
over 1913, but that made by chemic..l 
processes increased by over 13 per 
cent. This increasing use of chemical 
“processes helps the country greatly 
as the product is worth nearly three 
time as much as the ground wood 
pulp. 

Quebec is still the leading province 
in pulp production, having 31 active 
mills out of a total of 66 mills for 
all Canada. Quebec produced 65 per 
cent. of all Canadian pulp in 1914. On- 
tario came second with nearly 37 per 
cent. of the total production and the 
other producing provinces in order 
were British Columbia, New Bruns- 
wick and Nova Scotia, The total value 
of pulpwood consumed in Canadian 
mills in 1914 was $8,089,£68 and of 
that exported to foreign countries 
in a raw state $6,680,490 making a 
rrand total of $174,770,358 for the 
value of the pulpwood produced last 
yeor. It is interesting to know that 
the proportion of pulpwood marufac- 
tured into pulp in Canada is increas- 
ing over that exported in the raw 
state. The bulletin containing all the 
facts of this industry will be issued in 
a few weeks and those desiring a copy 
or requiring immediate information 
on some particular point may have 
the same furnished free by writing the 
director of forestry, department of the 
interior, Ottawa. ,

Both Pleasure and Profit to be 
rived From Keeping a Few 
Fowls 

In these days vf forced economy, 
one naturally turns to ways and 
means of preventing the waste of un- 
used products and the utilizing of all 
that may be turned to good account. 
Many a business man has to consider 
seriously the husbanding of every lit- 
tle detail of value in order to help 
every department of his activities pro- 
duce for him the largest amount of 
material good possible. 

When he turns at night from his 
place of business it is his wish to be 
able to use the intervening hours be- 
tween then and the return to busi- 
ness in the morning in such a way as 
to better fit him for the day’s work 
and if it may be in such a way as to 
bring him valuable return, so much 
the better. Many a weary worker of- 
ten wished there were something 
more than the newspaper or some 
such way of using his evening th : 
would enable him to get outdoor re 
creation ina practical way that would 
carry him away from the day wor- 
ries and allow hin. to retire at the 
appointed time, tired in body, but re- 
treshed, so that he may sleep in the 
soundest manner and rise the follow- 
ing morning ready for anything that 
may arise at his business, \ 

surely of all the torms of amuse- 
ment that one might think of nothing | 
can have a higher practical value than 
to pe able to go out from the busy 
city to a suburban home where the 
hustle and noise may be entirely for- 
gotten, and how much more that may 
be made a live interest, if a home 
gacden, perhaps, and a tew chickens 
are kept, if not for any other reason 
at least for the sake of always bei:.g 
able to have the pleasure of causing 
to grow and increase the various 
things that may readily produce in 
t'is way. Have you ever observed 
the satisfaction of the business man 
who has raised his own tresh garden 
truck or a flock of well grown chick- 
ens? Mos. certainly that is a state 
of mind that must relieve him from 
all sorts of business worries and dif- 
ficulties and when he returns to ther, 
have his mind tresh and ready to ea- 
counter greater trials than where the 
irritations continue without the peace- 
ful change to hig rural surroundings. 

One who has not at some time or 
other been able to point with pride at 
some product of his effort either in 
the form of vegetable growth or 
chickens of which he feels proud, has 
missed a satisfaction in lite that 
should be known to all, From an 
economic point of view the value o 
be gained from these activities can- 
not be measured by the amount of ac- 
tual profit one can secure only, but th» 
satisfaction and the buoyant pleasure 
in the complete change of occupation 
means an immeuse personal gain that 
one cannot gauge in terms of mone- 
tary profit. 

And how may one derive tne largest 
amount of benefit in a suburban loca- 
tion with but a comparatively small 
‘space in which to work? No way that 
we know of could suit the purpose bet- 
ter than the growing of a small vege- 
table garden and the keeping of a tew 
hens with, of course, the few flowers 
and beds that go to beautify the sur- 
roundings. If carried out well these 
may all be mad to assist each other 
and obtain the largest amount of mat- 
erial value as weil as the increaseu 
pleasure of better and greater produc- 
tion. A certain amount of garden pro- 
duct will be such as to be available 
for the fowls and therefore waste is 
avoided. Fertilizer of the best kind 
will be secured from the hen house, 
with which to enrich the truck and 
flower beds, and the table scraps may 
be used for the chickens which if they 
are few in number may form during 
the summer season the greatest por- 
tion of their fed and in this way pre- 
vent absolutely any waste. 

At a time when costs have to be so 
closely considered what an advantage 
it is to be able to have nice, tender, 
fresh chickens; eggs that are better 
than can possibly be bought anywhere 
and crisp fresh vegetables instead otf 
th» half-dried and shrivelled articles 
one is obliged to accept sometimes or 
go without. Surely this is a big 
enough return for a little interesting 
effort each day when it may be secur- 
ed ut a lesser cost than can inferior 
articles be obtained, it surely has a 
value hard to improve on in the day’s 
routine. 

Natur lly it would be out of the 
question to grow the garden and the 
chickens on the same ground, Large 
fowls at least must be kept yarded 
while vegetation is in the growing 
period and one must also bear in 
mind that while a few lettuce heads 
or something else eaten up or de- 
stroyed may not seem serious, if the 
damage is done by our own birds, it 
is a different matter if they prove to 
be the property of a neighbor. It isa 
very simple matter to keep the old 
fowls yarded and they should be kept 
in restraint by as high a fence as 
necessary to keep them in, They very 
soon get used to being confined, how- 
ever, nd lose the desire to get out of 
bounds. By supplying waste greens, 
lawn clippings, and table scraps, they | 
are supplied with those elements they 
would naturally get if running ct large 
and frequently be found to give even 
better results. 

No one, therefore, can go far wrong 
during these times of close applica- 
tion and need for retrenchment if 
they utilize their leisure hours in the 
healthful and rest-giving occupation of 
keeping a little truck garden to use 
the valuable fertilizer at his disposal, 
and get better, crisp, fresh vegetables, 
fresh eggs such as he cannot buy, a 
dainty, fresh broiler or roaster, when 
occasion calls for one, and ease and 
rest from the strain and worries of 
the day’s work and business.—A,. P.

Greatest of Dinosaurs 


American Museum of Natural History 
Mounts Great Tyrannosaurus 

A gjant tyrannosaurus, greatest of 
di-osuurs, and tound in the Lance for- 
mation of Montana by Barnum brown, 
has been mounted recently at the 
American Museum of National His- 
tory. 

According to autLorities this speci- 
men is the largest dinosaur known of 
tue Cretuceous period, aud its uge .s 
estimated at about 38,UUU,UUU years, 
This was a monster ol his time, and 
when alive Measured about forty- 
seven teet in length and stvod about 
eighteeu and a huil feet ligh, ‘Traced 
by the scientists he flourished hear 
the close of the Cretaceous period, anu 
lived on herbivorous dilosaurs. 

‘rhe tyrannosaurus was the largest 
flesh eater in*®existence, so far as 
xuOWD, aud is Considered the king o1 
the dinosaur family, a creature of en- 
ormous' propo7tiows, evel th ius pres 
ent form, tor he is a mammoth in ap- 
pearance, a huge reminder of preh.s- 
toric ages, When dinosaurs waudereu 
over the earth. 

According to Barnum Brown, who 
has unearthed many fossil trophies in 
the Bad Lands and the Ked Veer river 
section of Alberta, the tyrannosaurus 
was the chief of all flesh eaters and 
the herbivorous types of the dinosaur 
supplied him with food. Long hindlegs 
and extremely small forelegs were his 
particular cuaracteristics, The front 
limbs were used apparently for grasp- 
ing anything that impeded the mon- 
ster’s progress. 

Two other specimens of the dinos- 
aur family recently mounted at the 
museum are the corythosaurus and 
the ornithomimus, “finds” in the Reu 
Deer river fossil country.

They have 
fiucksters’ souls, are deceitful and cow- 
ardly, are unsociable, surly, and splen- 
etic, never aspire to higher’ things; 
have minds only for sport, foolery, and 
money making. That is the popular 
view. 

“It is forgotten that the greatest of 
the modern theories that have taught 
us something of the spirit of Nature 
was conceived in England, and that of 
all the peoples of HKurope during the 
nineteenth century it is Shakespeare's 
countrymen who have produced the 
richest and most varied literature. 

“It is thought that the Briton cuts a 
ridiculous figure because he _ loves 
sport and spends nearly as much time 
over his golf and his football as the 
German over his beer, Is he really a 
fool becau.e he is keen on his county 
winning a cricket match? Is not a 
game which makes the pody taut and 
strong of value to the state? 

“Get you to Hyde Park and look at 
the upright greybeards cantering by, 
hundreds strong, on their well groom- 
ed horses. The young girls and the old 
ladies in the West End, the workmen 
with their offspring at the people’s\ 
sport centres, look ye on them and 
compare them with the anaemic, pre- 
maturely old obesites or starvellings to 
be met with at every corner of a Con- 
tinental town.

To Increase the 
Food Supply 


Removal of Cattle Embargo Would 
Help to Solve the Problem 
Fortunately British statesmen are 
not above taking a lesson trom Ger- 
man statesmen in the way of securing 
national “efficiency.” Lora Seivorne, 
president of the board of agriculture, 
has appointed a committee, under 
the competent chairmanship of Loid 
Milner, to investigate and report as to 
what steps should be taken for the 
purpose of maintaining and increasing 
the present production of food in 
England and Wales, should the war 
last beyond .the harvest of 1916; the 
committee, if it finds additional pow- 
ers are necessary, is expected to go re- 
port in time for legislative action dur- 
ing the present session of parliament. 

Pending the prosecution of this im- 
portant investigation suggestions from 
all quarters should be welcomed by 
the committee, and an obvious one is 
to repeal the present restriction on the 
importation of live cattle from Can- 
ada. The trans-atlantic trade in young 
and vigorous cattle, known as “stock- 
ers,” had grown to great dimensions 
when the British government many 
years ago enacted that all imported 
live cattle should be slaughtered with- 
in a few days after landing, and at 
some place near the port of debarka- 
tion. The plea was the necessity of 
preventing the infection of British 
herds with pleuro-pneumonia, a dis- 
ease that has not been heard of in 
Canada for a long term of years, 

There is geod reason to suspect that 
the real motive of the embargo was to 
protect British farmers against the 
cattle raised on this side of the At- 
lantic. Year after year the Canadian 
government and parliament protested 
against it, but in vain; perhaps Lord 
Milner’s committee, if its attention 
were directed effectively to the sub- 
ject now, might be able to secure the 
restoration of the old free trade in 
“stockers,” so far as the British Do- 
minions are concerned. 

This would be a great boon to the 
consumers of food in the United Kinz- 
dmo, for even if the price were not 
lowered the supply would be more 
steady and more abundant. No limit 
can be assigned to the production of 
stackers for exportation if cattle pro- 
ducers will only make use of the 
“waste” lands of Ontario as “ranches.” 
In this way a great industry might be 
developed, and might become perman- 
ent after the war is over. For years 
past the cattle for feeding purposes in 
Great Britain have been coming from 
Ireland. There might be an outcry in 
that country against any proposal to 
remove the restriction, but it seems 
clear enough that under present con- 
ditions no competition from foreign 
countries can affect the Irish trade in 
stockers; moreover, the better class 
of Irish farmers themselves might use- 
fully hccome feeders and finishers of 
Canadian beef cattle for the British 
market.—Toronto Globe.

Not the least unfortunate phase of 
the war in kurope is the callousness it 
las created in the average human 
heart and mind. Horror piled on 
horror has deadened the sensibilities 
of mankind, throttled the emotions of 
and dried up the fountains of tears 
‘the ghastliest catastrophe fails to 
bring a shock of’ surprise or to incice 
a thrill of pity. 

When the ‘Titanic plunged beneath 
the icy waters of the northern At- 
lantic, carrying with her nearly 2,000 
human lives, the world was stunned 
by the disaster and cries of grief and 
commiseration resounded even to the 
remote quarters of the earth. Weeks 
and months lapsed before the catas- 
trophe ceased to be a topic of daily 
| conversation 1n households and public 
places. 

Destruction of the Lusitania by a 
wasp of the sea created a mild sensa- 
tion for a few days, but, had it not 
been for the international complica- 
tions created by the tragedy, the dis- 
aster itself would even now be prac- 
tically forgotten, save by those to 
whom it brought personal loss or be- 
reavement. 

A few days ago occurred one of the 
ghastliest railway accidents in the his- 
tory of Great Britain, or even the en- 
_tire world. Such an accident a year 
ago would have caused the whole 
world to shudder, but in this day of 
wholesale slaughtei and blood it pass- 
ed pratically without notice or com- 
ment. : 

Scarcely passes a day that some 
ship is not stricken mortally, carrying 
hundreds of human lives, and the sold- 
of a dozen nations, torn by shrapnel 
and shot or’smothered by tormenting 
gases, yield up their lives on the fleld 
of battle. \ 

Everywhere there is blood and de- 
struction, and so ghastly and inex- 
plicable is the picture that the ques- 
tion naturally arises, has the spiritual 
side of mankind been destroyed? Has 
the Creator forgotten His earth and 
His creatures, or is it in the eternal 
plan that out of this chaos, tlfis hor- 
rible nightmare of slaughter and de 
vastation, there shall arise a people, 
purified and refined, from whom the 
dress of brutality has been burnt by 
fire and in whom bestiality and lust 
have been quenched forever by the 
vicarious sacrifice of life on the battle- 
fields of Lurope?—Cincinnati Enquir- 
er.

A Concentrated Food For Live Stock 
to be Used With Caution 

Cottonseed meal is one of the most 
concetitrated teedstults found upon 
the market today and contains from 
36 to 45 per cent. of protein, being 
very vaiuavie as nitrogenous feed. it 
has not proved to be a good one for 
very young calves, according to the 
Bureau of Animal Industry, Wash- 
ington, and until more is learned 
concerning the toxicity of the meal it 
is. well to feed very sparingly ana 
with extreme caution, 

For feeding to breeding cows there 
is no feed which equals cottonseed 
meal in small quantities. The breed- 
ing herd can be wintered economic: 
ally by feeding about two pounds per 
head per day with some silage and 
other farm roughage. It is not ad- 
visable to feed bulls on large quan- 
tities for long periods, the opinion 
prevailing among’ stockmen that it 
impairs the breeding powers of the 
animal. From two to three pounds 
may be fed daily along with some 
other feeds such as bran, corn silage 
and good hay. 

When steers 
seven pounds of cottonseed meal a 
day they can usually be fed for 100 
to 120 days without showing any 
signs of cottonseed meal _ sickness. 
If silage or other succulent feed is 
given as roughage the meal can be 
fed much longer without harmful re- 
sults. 

It would be well for feeders to bear 
in mind the following points: 

Do not feed young calves heavily 
on cottonseed/meal,

The world Napoleonized would have 
been a@ sorry sight; but there would 
have peen some compensations. There 
would have been some TYreedom of 
scope. The citizens as well as the 
soldiér*would have carried a Mar- 
shal’s baton in his knapsack. The 
men of the Revolution, those who 
survived, still surrounded Napoleon, 
and he had not forgotten all their 
ideals. But the world Kaiserized 
would be a world cut and trimmed to 
one design, reduced to one dead level; 
t would have in it the worst of what 
men fear in state socialism, with the 
blighting difference that in theory at 
least state socialism would be direct- 
ed by the people and Kaiserism would 
govern its world from above. 

“It was time that this vast maa 
should fall,” says Hugo. “He vexed 
God.” jt is time that this Franken- 
stein monster, this soulless, deadly 
machine of deadly efficiency, should 
fall. It must not make waste paper of 
Magna Charta, the Declaration of 
Independence, and the Bill of Rights. 

The two terrors are alike in nothing 
but their aim. The domination of 
Napoleon came out of a struggle for 
liberty, and was an incident in uni- 
versal history; the attempted domin- 
ation of Kiiserism is a deliberate and 
long-prepared blow struck at the 
liberty of the world.

The linking up of science and indus- | 


try was what Hon. W. J. Roche, 
ister of the interior, had in view in 
establishing the forest products lab- 
oratories of Canada under the Domin- 
joa toresiry branch, 
expert chemists and technical 
devote their whole time to discover- 
ing new uses for Canadian woods and 
better methods for applying woods to 
their old uses, so that our citizens 
may securc the greatest efficloncy and 
profit in handling this grea\ natural 
resource. One of the fruits of this 
plan is the bulletin just issued by the 
forestry branch on ‘Treated Wood- 
Biock Paving.” The quescion of wood- 
en paving is a most important one t») 
C..nada which has such great supplies 
of tuis material, The bulletin tells of 
the results obtained in Europeai, 
United States and Canedian munici- 
palities in using wood for paving and 
gives the methods by which the best 
results have been obtained.

The Pure-Bred Sire 

Keep improving the herd with pure 
blood. Kvery time you buy a bull try 
to buy a better one, He is between 
fifty and sixty per cent. of the herd. 
Most men keep cows for profit, but if 
you raise the heifer calves from a 
scrub the protits received will be from 
one-fourth to one-third less than their 
mothers made. If a scrub bull were 
continually mated with scrub cows, 
after a while they would all be as pro- 
titable as steers in the dairy. 

It is possible that under favorable 
conditions the continued use of a pure- 
bred sire of the same breed can be 
made to increase the average produc- 
tion of butter-fat 100 pounds per cow, 


which would be worth from $25 to 
$30 per year. 
The selection of the dairy sire is 


more difficult than that of the dairy 


cow. Type and conformation are 
important factors for cousideration, 
but these cannot always be relied 
upon. It is very essential that his 
dam have a high record of produc- 
tion. The better his ancestry, the 
better bull he will chance to be, In 


selecting a herd bull the best is the 
cheapest. His worth cannot be esti- 
mated in dollars.—larmers'’ Guide.

Rural Delivery on a Commercial Basis 

One of the local papers of Saskatch- 
ewan contuins the announcement of an 
enterprising business man who is es- 
tablishing a series of auto delivery 
routes in the country surrounding his 
Lome town, He purposes layyng out 
routes, running on these on a certain 
schedule, and doing a parcel delivery 
business, taking parcels from the 
farmers’ homes to town and bringing 
out parcels from town. For a clear 
headed man whose wife could accept 
all kinds of commissions over the teln- 
phone, there should, in any town with 
three or four stores and the usual 
number of other business places, be a 
considerable amount of this sort of 
business that could be worked up. This 
is one line of work to which the gaso- 
line driven delivery rig especially 
lends itself. The fact that the trade 
has not been developed is no evidence 
at all that the project is impractical. 
The “jitney” business, now running 
full blast in so many of our cities, had 
just the same possibilities before it ten 
years ago as {t has today, but nobody 
thought of developing it.—The Nor’-

Weeds on Vacant Lots 


Town Councils Should Co-operate 
With Farmers to Abate the Weed 
Nuisance 

What undoubtedly constitutes a 
menace to those farmers who are mak- 
ing an honest effort to keep their 
farms clean is the crop of weeds 
found growing on vacant lots and 
roadsides in and around our towns 
and cities. These vacant lots are of- 
ten nothing more or less than nur- 
series and breeding ,places for all 
kinds of weeds. ‘This is especially 
true of towns where large areas ad- 
joining have been subject to wildcat 
subdivisioning and have had roadways 
ploughed, forming lodging places for 
weeds, which are allowed to grow un- 
molested. These produce countless 
numbers of seeds, to be blown and 
scattered by the winds over the 
farms. So far, bulletins, articles and 
advice pertaining to weed control 
have been directed at the farmer. A 
glance at the conditions found in most 
of our cities and towns will prove con- 
vincing that the farmer is not entire- 
ly to blame in the matter of weed and 
seed production and distribution, 

In the west the weed inspectors are 
being trained and instructed along 
lines that will enable them to assist 
the farmers in weed control, while at 
the same time provision by law is 
made to prevent any farmer from al- 
lowing his farm to become a breeding 
place for weeds and a meance to his 
neighbors. In most towns there are 
bylaws covering the weed problem, 
but too often they are not enforced. 
Those living in towns and_ cities 
should co-operate and do their bit in 
the war against weeds. This is an 
important matter, and should receive 
sjrict attention by every town coun- 
cil. Action should b- taken at once 
and not deferred until the weeds ripen 
and scattcr their seeus.—F.C.N.

New Homestead Map 

A new (the 13th) edition of a publi- 
cation which is very interesting and 
instructive to all who follow the pro- 
gress of settlement in Western Can- 
ada is now being distributed from the 
railway lands branch of the depart- 
ment of the interior at Ottawa, This 
publication, which is known as the 
Homestead Map, shows’ graphically 
the land situation in the three prairie 
provinces up to the lst of January, 
1915. The map is issued in three sep- 
arate sheets, the Manitoba and Al- 
berta sheets now being available for 
distribution and the gheet covering 
Saskatchewan to follow at an early 
date. 

Homestead land znd lands disposed 
of are shown. Nothing conveys quite 
so forcibly tothe eye the rapidity with 
wh.ch available land is being taken up 
as the simple system of coloring used 
o. the map, illustrating the standing 
of each quarter-section at the begin- 
ning of the present year. 

In addition to the above, information 
regarding Indian Reserves, Timber 
Berths, Grazing Leases, Post Offices, 
Railways, etc., is given. 

This map is distributed without 
charge and a copy of the Manitoba and 
Alberta gheets may now be procured 
upon application to F. C, C, Lynch, 
superintendent of railway lands, de- 
partment of the interior, Ottawa,

for Corn Growing 


What Superintendent Haney of. Da- 
kota Extension Work, Thinks 
of it 


I am firmly of the opinion that they 
will be abie tO grow corn as success- 
fully in Manitoba as 
orth Dakota, 

While it is true that the growing of 
corn in this north country is not en- 
urely new, it is only within the past 
few years that it Las been given any 
consideration worth while, ‘hat is, a 
tew have grown small flelds, but as a 
general thing the crops were not con- 
sidered of any importance, 

The acreage devoted to corn in 
North Dakota has more than doubled 
every year for the last three or tour 
years, and there certainly 1s no reason 
why it should not the same in at least 
Canadian 


we do here in 


the southern parts of the 
provinces, 

Having lived in the corn section of 
the United States ail my‘ life, until I 
came to the northwest, 1 was able to 
adopt as many of the methods of grow- 
ing corn in the corn states as were 
needed. There are only two or three 
luctors that sec:u to be essential to 
the successful growers of corn here, 
These are, first, the securing of ac- 
climated varieties, That is, getting 
the seed from as near home as pos- 
sible. We find that corn grown in the 
centre of the corn belt, Woen brought 
to the northwest, will not even tassel 
out. The great mistake in growing 
corn in the northwest is the fact that 
the seed is secured trom too far south, 


this seed as eariy in the spring as the 
ground is in condition, Ail wno have 
tried to grow corn in the north will ad- 
mit.that they have seen it damaged in 
the fall by trosts a dozen times, when 
they never saw it hurt in the spring 
after planting. Apparently we are not 
hindered in early planting by the dan-

ger of seed rotting, as they are fur- 
ther southeast, where the rainfall is a 
great deal higher. Usually the corn 
can be safely plauted in the southero 
part of the provinces and northern 
United States between the 10th and 
zuth of May. 

A thira important consideration in 
the growing of corn is to plant it on 
land that is thoroughly prepared, and 
that contains a goou supply of avail- 
able plant food, preferably from the 
addition of good barnyard manure. Our 
best success with growing corn hese 
at Grand Forks, N.D., has been on 
grass or pasture land (not new land) 
that was manured at the rate of about 
10 loads per acre, and fall plowed. This 
land warms up more readily in the 
spring, and can be planted earlier, 

A fourth consideration would be pro- 
per cultivation of the corn, Owing to 
the fact that we have a very short 
gZrowing season, it is necessary to keep 
the surface of the soil in the very best 
possible condition, If the ground is 


left unstirred after a rain there is a 
great deal more evaporation, and this 


evaporation tends to cool the soil and 
retard the growth of the corn, while if 
the ground is stirred as soon as it is 
in condition after a rain, it stops the 
evaporation and allows the absorption 
of the heat by the soil. 

A fifth consideration in the success- 
ful growing of corn will be the saving 
of home grown seed. The earilest 
maturing ears will have a tendency to 
mature seeds earlier the succeeding 
year, hence just at the time of killing 
frosts if possible sufficient good ears 
should be selected from stalks in the 
field for the next year’s seeding. These 
ears must be hung up in a dry airy 
place, so that they will be perfectly 
dry before freezing weather, and they 
should be “ept in some part of the 
house where it does not get damp or 
where there is very little change in 
temperature during the winter. The 
best places are either in the furnace | 
room of the modern house or in a good 
attic, where it is sure to be dry and 
not get so very cold. 

While there will undoubtedly be a 
limitation to the growing of corn in 
the provinces, there is no doubt but 
what corn can be made a valuable 
crop if given proper consideration, The 
feeding value of any crop very great- 
ly. increases as it nears maturity, 
hence it igs advisable to grow a var- 
iety that will as nearly as possible-ma- 
ture and at the same time give a sat- 
isfactory yield. 

I might also add that corn planted 
very thickly in drills so as to secure a 
large yield of fodder is not being prac- 
ticed so extensively in the corn sec- 
tions as formerly, It is found that 
a lighter tonnage of practically mature 
corn which can be secured if early var- 
ieties are planted, rather thinly and 
check rowed, will give greater feeding 
value than the larger tonnage of im- 
That is, the larger part 
of the heavy tonnage is water. This 
water is simply taken from the soil 
and consequently reduces the proba- 
bility of a satisfactory yield of small 
the 


mature corn, 


grain following heavy yield of 
green corn. 

The growing of corn 1s really of 
} secondary consideration. That is, smail 
grains should always be the principal 
crop of the northwest ,but in order 
to keap tne ‘and in condition, which 
can only be done by a systematic ro- 
tation and the addition of barnyard 
manure, which means. that livestock 
must be kept, it will be necessary to 
grow corn and feed this stock, and at; 
the same time providing a cultivated! 
crop for the rotation. Farmers of the 
northwest have been rather slow to 
realize this, and consequently in many 
sections have allowed the yields of 
their small grain tc decrease and nox- 
fous weeds to increase, until strictly 
small grain farming is very hazardous, 
The sooner this system is abandoned 
and corn, alfalfa and livestock in- 
troduced, the better it will be for all 
concerned.—Manitoba Free Press.

Farm . Washing by 
Community Laundry 


A Wisconsin Idea Eliminates the 
Greatest Household Drudgery 
on the Farm 
It is coming Sunny Monday on the 
farm. The laundry, operated in cou.- 
junction with the creamery, is bring- 
ing it. Up in Wisconsin, where the 
idea was first worked out successful- 
ly, there are several such community 

laundries in operation, 

One of the great household drudg- 
eries is the washing. Farmers in the 
neighborhood of Milltown and Fall 
River, Wis., set about to’ find a way 
whereby the wife could be relieved of 
this drudgery, They found it in a com- 
munity laundry operated in conjunc- 
tion with creameries. 

Now, every student in the winter 
dairy courses in the University of 
Wisconsin is taught to operate a com- 
munity laundry in connection with a 
creamery, as the machinery used is 
similar. 

The cost of equipment for a com- 
munity laundry is about $500, but this 
provides only for washing and drying. 
Equipment for ironing, too, would b9 
one-third to one-half more. The cost 
for family washings is 6 cents a 
with all flat work, such as 
sheets, pillow cases, table cloths and 
towels ironed, and all starching done 
If wearing appar? is ironed, a charge 
of 25 cents an hour for the ironer is 
made. 

The laundry of the customers is 
sent to the laundry gencrally on the 
Wagon used to haul the cream can3 
and is returned the same way one ‘9 
four days later. Washing is doné for 
the customers an average of once a 
week. The cream haulers neither ex- 
pect nor receive extra compensation 
for delivery and collection of laun- 
dry. 

Some work {s sent to these laun- 
dries by parcel post and express. 
Much work is dove for people who do 
not send milk or cream to the cream- 
ery. The laundries are in operation 
every day. None of the employees of 
the creameries has anything to do 
with the laundry work, except where 
one manager may have supervision of 
both establishments and thus cut 
down managerial expenses. 

As the piants are in separate build- 
ings there is no odor . the creamery 
from the laundry. When the two 
plants are built close together or ed- 
joining, the same boiler furnishes 
steam to both and cuts down expense 
of an extra engine room force. 

This question wags put to two cream- 
ery-laundries in Wisconsin: : 

“Can a laundry at a creamery ba 
operated successfully when it washes 
and drys only, without ironing a cer-, 
tain portion of the patrons’ work?” 

The answer from one laundry was: 

“Yes; but when people get that 
much done it is not long before they 
want the ironing done, too. Such a 
laundry could be equipped with one 
small washer and a centrifugal wring- 
er, with the necessary trimmings, for 
about $500, and ono man alone cou'd 
do a lot of work with this. But there 


{is more money in finishing at going 


prices than to rough dry for 6 cents 
a povnd.” 

The other answered: 

“Yes; providing the custom {s large 
enovgh to permit a low charge.” 

The laundry accounts are kept sep- 
arate from the creamery accounts, but 
one of the plants is working out a 
plan whereby the charge for laundry 
work can be deducted from the milk 
or cream check. Of course this can 
be done only when the farmer is a 
evstomer cf both creamery and laun- 
dry.—Weekly Kanses City Star.

Shortage of 170,000 Male Agricultural 
Laborers—Many Women at 
Work ) 
There is a war shortage of 170,000 
mule agricultural laborer. on the 
farms of Wngland, Scotiand and Wales, 
according to w report trom the board 
of agriculture. ‘the board hopes to 
fill virtually all these vacancies with 
women, 
Already women have come to the 
assistance of farmers in the counties 


of Essex, Norfolk and Lincolnshire 
in planting the potato crop and in 
truck gardening. Several hundred 


women are being trained and empivy- 
ed in place of men laborers on dairy 
farms in Cheshire, Dorset and Ber«e, 
where the wages paid range from 
$3.50 to $5 a week,

which the board hopes to see takea 
over everywhere by women for the 
duration of the war, and that is the 
twice daily drive to the station with 
the milk or the delivery of the milk

Mr. Finn spoke of the “newspaper, 
the advertiser, and the advertising 
agent.” He declared that advertising 
is the news about merchandise and 
that there was nothing closer to the 
hearts of the reading public than the 
“live news concerning buying op- 
portunity.” 

“A newspaper without advertising,” 
Mr. Finn gaid, “is like a lady’s bath- 
ing suit without the girl—eloquently 
empty. 

“I believe in the efficiency cf news- 
paper advertising because I have 
seen what it can do in such a variety 
of lines, covering such a divergency 
of propositions that the possibility of 
luck or accident must be eliminated 
from consideration.” 

It is the paper which publishes the 
true news that pays the advertiser 
best, the speaker said. 

Generally speaking, the best news- 
paper is the one which secures the 
best advertising, Mr. Finn continued. 
“And the best advertising is what 
helps make it the best newspaper.

Our Agricultural Resources 


| 
Rapid Increase in Value of Farm 


Lands and in Wheat Production 


The official 1914 yearbook will show 
the progress made, by means of the 
dry eloquence of the statistical tables 
of which it is almost exclusively com- 
posed, So in tho field of agriculture, 
in which we are chiefly interested, we 
find that the value of the land and of 
farm buildings had risen from 1,403,- 
2C9,501 dollars in 1901 to 3,335,575,010 
dollarg in 1911; adding to these fig- 
ures those for live stock, dsad stock, 
etc., we see there has been an increase 
in value from 1,787,102,630 dollars to 
4,222,695,387 dollars in the course of 
ten years. The production of wheat 
increases from 65,572,768 bushels in 
1900 to 132,075,082 bushels in 1910. 
‘The increased production of grain was 
accompanied by an improved organi- 
zation for the distribution and sale 
of cereals. Thus, while in 1901 only 
167 railway stations had elevators and 
stores (383 and ‘46 respectively, in 
which 10,328,272 bushels could be 
stored), in 1914 there were 347 sta- 
tions with 689 elevators and 6 stores 
to hold 23,370,000 bushels. With these 
figures relating to agriculture corres- 
pund those for all the other branches 
of production, industry, trade, trans- 
port, communications, finance, etc., 
shown in this yearbook and indicating 
the progress of the country.

To Drive Out Snobs 


Useful Men and Women Rather Than 
Cultured Ones is Aim of Board 
of Education 


Driving the snob; out of Kansas is 
the new task undertaken by tne state 
board of education. ‘The preparatory 
work will begin at once and with the 
Opening of the school year this fall 
the reai work Of making useful rather 
than cultured men and women will be 
under way. 

For six years EB. T. Fairchild, state 
superintendent of public instruction, 
now head of the New Hampshire agri- 
cultural college, fought the trend of 
education in the state that was mak- 
ing a race of snobs of the young folk. 
His successor, W. D. Ross, continued 
the fight for three years before he was 
able to break through the “culture 
trust.” 

A great many parents and nearly 
every high school teacher have for 
years encouraged the children in cul- 
tural studies in the high schools, The 
colleges of the state and of other 
states urged the high schools to install 
courses in the arts and sciences that 
would lead to admission to colleges. 
That attitude caused the high schools 
to become preparatory schools for 
colleges rather than training schools 
for citizenship and useful endeavor. 
It was this idea that Fairchild and 
Ross fought continually for eight 
years, and now they have the entering 
wedge to break down the culture sys- 
tem in schools. 

“Only a small percentage of the 
boys and girls who graduate from the 
high schools are able to go to college,” 
said Mr. Ross. “It has been the ob- 
servation of many men that the high 
school studies lead more to culture 
than to practical affairs. It is highly 
proper that the children should stucy 
Latin and Greek and history and other 
things that make for culture and for 
highly traintd mentality. 

“But along with these there ought 
to be some practical everyday work. 
Few of the boys and girls ever did 
get additional training than the high 
school, and the training they do get 
should be the most useful to them iu 
every way that it is possible for the 
state to give. 

“Actual vocational training gives a 
boy or a girl an incentive to good 
work, not only in his vocational 
studies, but in the cultural ones as 
well, If vocational work does nothing 
more than reduce the snobbery it will 
have accomplished a great deal. 

“A few years ago there were no 
snobs, because every one appreciated 
what constitutes good joinery or good 
children now have no conception of 
what constittues good joinery or good 
welding and they have no appreciation 
of the actual worth of a man who 
builds a good machine. 

“A girl who herself made a Cress or 
who took a prize for cookies knows 
the value of another woman who 
makes artistic clothing.” 

The state board of education is mak- 
ing a complete revision of the course 
of study in high schools. The new or- 
der of things goes into effect with the 
opening of the schools next fall. There 
will be marked increases in the voca- 
tional training, and the boys and girls 
will be required to take the vocational 
work whether they expect to go to 
college or not. 

“The high schools of ae: will be 
managed upon the theory that they 
are training schools for young folk for 
good citizens, good workers, good 
wives,” is the announcement of the 
board. 

Four inspectors, who will see that 
the work is properl, carried on, and 
$50,000 in cash bonuses from the state 
will be given to high schools with com- 
plete vocational courses.

Fearless Work of Belle Boyd, the Most 
Famous of Female Spies 

Stonewall Jackson's valley cam- 
paign was one of the great deeds of 
history, says the New York ‘limes. 
Not since Napoleon's time have men 
been so dazzled as they were by that 
great exploit of his. Yet Stonewall 
might have gone down the valley in 
defeat had it not been for a little col- 
lege girl named Belle Boyd. 

The Union general Shields was 
quartered at Miss Boyd's house. He 
held a council of war there. Miss Boyd 
bored a hole in the floor of her cham- 
ber, which was over Shield’s room, 
and lay there with her ear to it 
throughout the night. The next morn- 
ing Stonewall Jackson was in full pos- 
session of the plang for a great battle 
and was able to defeat the Unioa 
army. 

She kept up her valiant work for the 
Confederacy until the Union officers 
began to suspect her, and Jacksoa 
ordered her to move from her 
Shenandoah home to Winchester, She 
had been arrested by the Federals and 
had flirted her way to liberty—for she 
was a pretty girl, despite the libellous 
photographs of her. In Winchester 
Jackson conferred upon her a com- 
mission as captain in the Confederate 
army. By this time the whole nor 2 
had become aware of the services she 
was rendering the Confederacy, and 
every officer and private was on the 
alert to get her. Yet she escaped until 
1864, when she was caught ona block- 
ade runner. Her captor lost his heart 
to her, deserted the navy and married 
her, and the Prince of Wales, after- 
wards Edward VII., attended the wed- 
ding.

According to a list compiled of the 
students and ex-students of the 
agricultura] colleges of Canada who 
are members of Canadian overseas 
or imperial forces there are 274 who 
are either at the front or in training. 
This represents a high percentage 
of the eligible men and indicates that 
the college course has not unfitted 
them for the serious task of battling 
with the Huns, The Ontario Agri- 
cultural College, with its large at- 
tendance, has naturilly contributed 
the most; there being 146 from that 
institution. Even the newer college 
of Saskatchewan and the schools at 
Claresholm and Olds, Alberta, have 
sent representatives. From the On- 
tario Veterinary College, students 
and graduates, sixty-two have gone 
to the service of the country,

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The Boundary Lin Line 


Work of Marking the Boundary Line 
Between the U.S. and Canada 

Washington.—It is said by officials 
of the coas; and geodetic survey that 
the work of appropriately marking the 
boundary line between the United 
States and Canada, and between Alas- 
ka and Canada, which has been going 
on for a number of years, will prob- 
ably be finished, so far as the field 
work is concerned, in 1916 or 1917. In 
1907, when the work was not very tui 
advanced it was estimated by the head 
of the survey that it would continue 
until 1916, and the fact that, after the 
lapse of eight years, that estimate 
holds good, is regarded as a compli- 
ment to tke efficiency of this branc 
of the government's scientific activi- 
ties. 

The announcement is made that the 
boundary between Alaska and Canada 
bas peen finished, so far as the field 
work is concerned, and that the maps 
along the one hundred ynd forty-first 
meridian over the greater part of the 
distance have been engraved. ‘lhere 
ar» still five map sheets on which the 
engravers have been at work the past 
winter, 

The survey has completed about 2,- 
300 miles of the boundary line be- 
cween the Lniteu States and Canada, 
and from the Pacific ocean to the 
western end of Rainy Lake, in North- 
ern Minnesota, the boundary has been 
monumented. Tne commission that is 
making the boundary surveys is com 
posed of Americans and Canadian-, 
an. the members are working togeth- 
er in a spirit of close co-operation. 

It is besieved by coast anu geodetic 
survey oOificials that the new boun- 
dary, When completed, will be the 
most nearly perfect thing of its kind 
in the world. Every one of the monu- 
ments cot 2 be destroyed, it is poiat- 
ed out, and yet is would be possible to 
reproduce and locate them at the pro- 
per places. That is because the new 
boundary is to be connected with the 
triangulation of the whole country. 

It is pointed out by members of the 
boundary commission that no author- 
ity exists for changing the boundary 
in the slightest respect. It was orig- 
inally established along the  forty- 
ninth parallel of latitude, broadiy 
speaking, and it is the work of the 
commission to piace the Monument »* 
that paral'el. This has been done weit 
of Lake of the Woods, wuere the boun- 
dary follows the forty-uinth parallel 
without variation, But in Northe*n 
Maine it does not always so follow it, 
nor does #t do so in the case of the 
upward turning of the line at Lake 
of the Woods, above referred to, 

In cases where the forty-ninth paral- 
lel is not always marked, it is the duty 
of the commission to find it and marx 
it. The commission has no jurisdiction 
over the Great Lakes part of the inter- 
national boundary, it is pointed out, 
but is to fix the land boundaries only.

The 
following of the story of a noble man 
or woman, the history of a great na- 
tion, or even the adventures of a 
mythical hero furnishes a common in- 
terest and a topic of conversation, Its 
worth will be seen in the decreasing 
tendency to criticism, gossip and small 
talk that sometimes forms much of 
the conversation in a household. 
Newspapers of high standards furn- 
ish much good material for reading 
aloud at home, if the bits of news of 
fundamental interest, the affairs of 
other nations, the larger affairs of the 
home nation, and the solid editorial 
comments are selected. If the read- 
ing of the newspaper is attended with 
bright discussion and the unfamiliar 
names and phrases are investigated 
rather than slighted, this reading 
will be a source of instruction as well 
as pleasure to the members of the 
family. The magazines also contain 
much that is of interest and value. 
If the greatest pleasure is to be de- 
rived each member of the family must 
be ready to take his turn at reading.—
